The Katherine Bishop Harman Prize. 

The Council of the British Medical Association is pre- 
pared to consider an award of the Katherine Bishop 
Harman Prize, of the value of £80, in the year 1930. 
The purpose of the prize is the encouragement of study and 
research directed to the diminution and avoidance of the 
risks to health and life that are liable to arise in preg- 
nancy and child-bearing. Within this sphere competitors 
are free to sclect the work they wish to present. All 
medical practitiouers registered in the British Empire are 
eligible to compete. Should no essay be of sufficient 
merit, in the opinion of the Council, no award will he 
made, but the prize will again be offered in the year 
following; in this event the money value will be increased. 
Each essay must be typewritten or printed in English. It 
must be distinguished by a motto, and accompanied by a 
sealed envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing 
the candidate’s name and address. Essays must reach 
the Medical Secretary (to whom inquiries may be 


addressed), British Medical Association House, Tavistock 
Square, W.C.1, not later than December 31st, 1929.

Meetings of Branches and Dibisions. 


BirmInGHAM Brancn : NuNEATON AND Tamworts# Division. 
An ordinary meeting of the Nuneaton and Tamworth Division was 
held at the Tamworth General Hospital on December 13th. 

Mr. R. Scort-Mason (Birmingham) gave a most interesting address 
on infections of the hand, limiting his paper to those of pyogenic 
origin. He dealt first with infections of the finger-tips, mentioning 
acute and chronic paronychia. He then passed to infections of the 
pad of the finger, describing in a most practical way its peculiar 
anatomy, its relations to the terminal phalanx, and the methods 
of treatment. Infections of the hand were classified in three groups: 
(1) infections of tendon sheat'ss, (2) fascial spaces, and (3) lymph 
infections. He showed by diagrams the method of spread of 
infection from the fingers to the hand and wrist spaces, and 
indicated the treatment of the various sites affected. He empha- 
sized the importance in the treatment of (1) an anaesthetic, (2) a 
tourniquet, and (3) free drainage. Lymphatic infections were 
stated to be most dangerous at the age of 45 years and over. The 
need of immobilizing the limb and treating the condition from the 
first as serious was stressed, and he cautioned against the too early 
incising of these conditions. 

The address was very warmly received. On the motion of Dr. 
Pracy, seconded by Dr. Ricnarpson, a, vote of thanks was accorded 
with acclamation to Mr. Scott-Mason for a most instructive paper.

Borper Counties Branci: Dumrries anp GAatLoway Drvistion. 
A spectaL meeiing of the Dumfries and Galloway Division was 
held in the Dumfries and Galloway Infirmary on November 9th. 
The interim report on encroachments on the sphere of private 
practice by the activities of local authorities was considered. 

Dr. Rrrcnie (medical officer of health, Dumfriesshire) gave a 
detailed account of the public health work carried out under him. 
The report was then considered in detail and the recommendations 
of the Private Practice Committee considered and unanimously 
approved, 


LANCASHIRE AND CuHesHire Brancx: Rocnpare Division. 
A meetiInG of the Rochdale Division was held at the Rochdale 
Infirmary on December 5th, when Dr. E. H. Cox was in the chair; 
nineteen members were present. 

Dr. J. Logan Stewart, consulting tuberculosis officer, Lancashire 
County Council, gave a lecture on the place of radiography in 
diagnosis of diseases of the chest. He pointed out the characteristi¢ 
features to be looked for in films of the chest, and emphasizcd the 
pitfalls in interpretation. His lecture was iilustrated by a large 
collection of beautiful radiograms, which were greatiy admired by 
his audience. Dr. Stewart mentioned the frequency with whic) he 
found other cases of tuberculosis (sometimes quiescent, but often 
active), of longer standing, in the family of an actual patient. 

On the motion of Dr. J. C. Jerrerson, seconded by Dr. J. C. 
Rosertson, a vote of thanks was accorded to Dr. Stewart for his 
address. Light refreshments were provided by the matron. 
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A further meeting of the Division was held at the Lyceum, 
Rochdale, on December 12th, when Dr. E. H. Cox presided and 
seventeen members were present. 

The secretary was instructed to arrange to help financially and 
etherwise the Manchester and Salford Executive in their work for 
the Annual Meeting, 1929. che 

A committee was appointed to deal with the golf competition for 
the Annual Meeting. . 
The report on encroachments of public health services on private 
ractice was considered. Dr.A.G. Anderson (medical officer of health, 
Rochdale), Dr. J. C. Robertson (assistant medical officer of health, 
tuberculosis and venereal disease officer), and Dr. Jessie Valentine 
(maternity and child welfare officer) were present. Dr. ANDERSON 
and Dr. Vinaieene took part in the discussion, and the general tone 
of the discussion was in favour of increased efforts towards 
co-operation between public health officers and general practitioners. 
The recommendations of the central committee were approved, 
and the secretary was instructed to draw up a report of the 
eneral views of the members, and to submit the same to the 
Committee before finaliy reporting to headquarters. 


Merropourtan Counties Brancn: Fincuiey Division. 

A SPECIAL meeting of the Finchley Division was held on December 
7th for the discussion of the interim report on encroachments on 
the sphere of private practice by the activities of local authorities. 
Fourteen members were present. 

The meeting was in agreement with the recommendations of the 
cominittee, with the exception of (c) V, and the following resolu- 
tions were carried ; 

(1) Geheral Principles: I, That energetic measures be taken to 
prevent people who can aiford to pay from receiving advice and 
treatment at clinics financed by local authorities. 

(c) V:_That this Division cannot agree that these appointments are 
necessarfly best in the hands of local private practitioners. 

It was agreed to assist the medical officer of health in completing 
the inquiry’ forms issued by the Ministry of Health regarding 
maternal mrortality. 


Merropotiran Counties Brancu: Sovrn-West Essex Drvtsroy. 
A meeting of the South-West Essex Division was held at the 
oyrey oe Hospital, Walthamstow, on November 20th. Members 
of the honorary medical staff demonstrated interesting cases. In 
the out-patient department Dr. Brprorp showed cases of dis- 
seminated sclerosis with spastic paraplegia, angina pectoris in a 
case of coronary disease, and a woman with hyperpiesis in which 
the difference between the systolic and diastolic pulse pressure was 
100 mm. of mercury. In the wards Dr. Liuoyp demonstrated a 
ease of infective endocarditis and a patient with diabetes insipidus 
who was doing very well on subcutaneous injections of the extract 
of the posterior lobe of the pituitary. Dr. Parry showed many 
wray pictures on the screen, and afterwards conducted members 
round the 2-ray department. Tea was kindly provided. 
_ A successful dance in aid of the B.M.A. Charities Fund was held 
in Leyton Town Hall on November 22nd. It is hoped to hand £14 
to the charities secretary as a result. 
A further meeting of the Division was held at Livingstone 
College, Leyton, on December 14th. A letter was read from the 
AA, and Q.M,G. 4th Army Division, asking for a list of civilian 
practitioners who would be willing to take the place of regular 
R.A.M.C, officers serving at military hospitals in the event of these 
officers being required overseas. 
Dr, Jays, principal of the college, described his medical expe- 
nmences in Nigeria, He related how he went out before taking a 
medical degree, and discussed some of the medical emergencies he 
had to tackle, as there was no one else to do so. The only native 
surgery practised appeared to be cupping and curetting for cetaract. 
Though carcinoma was uncommon, epithelioma and sarcoma were 
tife, Fatty tumours, some of enormous size, were frequently seen. 
The natives were very anxious to get rid of these tumours, and 
would sit without flinching during the operation if no anaesthetic 
was available. The people were accustomed to taking large doses 
of herbal remedies from early childhood, and consequently acquired 
a great tolerance for certain drugs. Some interesting native 
surgical instruments and charms to keep away misfortunes were 
shown. In conclusion, Dr. Jays spoke of the work carried on at 
Livingstone College in giving non-medical missionaries a knowledge 
of anatomy, physiology, and of the action of drugs, enabling them 
relieve a great deal of suffering where no other medical help 
Was available. 
Dr. Bapexocn complimented Dr, Jays on the valuable service 
tendered by Livingstone College, and proposed a vote of thanks to 
'. Jays, which was very heartily accorded.

Nortuern Counties or Scottanp Brancu: Banrr, Moray, anp 
Nairn Divisson. 
A warGeLy aitended meeting of the Banff, Moray, and Nairn 
Division was held in Gray’s Hospital, Elgin, on December 7th, 
when Dr, D. Grant, chairman of the Division, presided. The 
report of the Private Practice Committee was thoroughly discussed, 
and the following motion was carried : 

That it is evident that there is in the area a certain amount of 
encroachment on private practice, but thet it is of a negligible 
character. The recommendations suggested are approved. 

The question of hospital reorganization in Scotland was con- 
sidered, and the members from Moray and Nairn definitely refused 
to consider the proposal to have the hospitals at Nairn and in 
the county of Moray as subsidiary to Inverness, where there are 
no specialist facilities. It was unanimously decided to recommend 
attachment to a teaching centre, such as Aberdeen.

The CHarrman read out 
the recommendations separately and invited discussion; a vote 
was then taken on each. Questions arising during the discussion 
were answered by Dr. ANnpDERson, and the recommendations of 
the committee were approved. 

On the motion of Dr. Jonas, seconded by Dr. Dixgy, a vote 
of thanks was accorded to Dr, Anderson. 


SovtH-Western Branco: Prymoutn Drviston. 
A GENERAL meeting of the Plymouth Division was held on November

As a result of action taken by the Executive Committee, the 
Plymouth Public Dispensary has agreed to remunerate its anaes- 
thetists for work done for the public health authority (tuberculosis 
and maternity and child welfare dental treatment) according to 
the scale suggested by the Dental Benefit Joint Committee of the 
Public Dental Service Association of Great Britain on July 27th, 
1926, which are similar to those in force under the national health 
insurance. 


Yorxsurre Branco: CASTLEFORD, AND PONTEFRACT 
Division. 

An ordinary and lecture meeting of the Wakefield, Pontefract, and 
Castleford Division was held at the Red Lion Hotel, Pontefract, 
on December 6th, preceded by supper. This was the first meet: 
of the Division to be held at Pontefract, and it was conside 
that the attendance and interest shown warranted more meetings 
being held there in future. : : 

Dr. H. Scno.ertetp was in the chair, and thirty-one members 
attended. Dr. W. MacApam (Leeds) gave an interesting address 
on the role of acid and alkali in disease production. He explained 
the blood reactions with regard to acid and alkali content, how 
the balance was normaliy kept, and the causes and results of lack 
of balance. He dealt with the parts played by the kidneys, lungs, 
and liver in effecting this, and showed how diseases or derange- 
ments of these organs resulted in acidosis and alkalosis. He 
described what he called vasovagal attacks, and pointed out that 
alkalosis is present in the majority of cases of tetany, though the 
relation of the parathyroid to blood reaction is unknown. The 
tetany-like symptoms occurring in the so-called vasovagal attacks 
are doubiJess also due to alkalosis induced by hyperpnoea. He 
also described the symptoms of alkalosis which sometimes follow 
intensive alkali treatment in cases of chronic ulcer and cystitis. 
He emphasized that diabetic coma was an entirely different disease 
from diabetes, and advised reliance upon insulin, intravenous 
injections of glucose, and purgation for the former, and not 
alkalis. 

Dr. MacAdam expressed the firm opinion that on no account 
should alkalis be given in uraemia, and thought that venesection 
was not sufficiently used in this disease. In his opinion, migraine 
was sometimes in the nature of an acidosis, and sometimes an 
alkalosis, as was also cyclic vomiting. He described three forms 
of acetonuria: (1) physiological (often occurring in children, and 
of no importance); (2) a complication of infectious and wasting 
diseases, and also of no engg ; (3) cases in which it repre- 
sented the cardinal symptom, being a real upset of balance, and 
occurring in such conditions as, diabetic coma, the toxaemia of 
pregnancy, and acute yellow atrophy. 

A discussion followed in which Drs. Butter, Scnorerrerp, Srevew, 
and Waker took part.
